The recent arrest of Alexander Jestor, 


who was known for 28 years aa Rev. 
W. A. Hill, charged with the murder 
of Gilbert W. Gates, on Jaunary 23, 
1871, 
near Warrensbnrg, Ma, 
has 


aroused a great deal of intaresfc m 
several states, where the Gales family 
and Jester are kuown. 
Tho victim of 


Jester was a sou of A. A. Gates and a 
urother of J. W. Gates, now a Chi- 
cago millionaire 
After killing young 


Gates, Jester changed his name to 
Hill, nnd began 'preaching, finally 
being run down by officers who had 
boou searching for him unrelentingly 
for 28 years, bat he was only located 
at last through information given by 
his sister, Mrs.Cornelia Street. Jester 
is now iu jail at Mexico, Mo., and 
will answer the indictment for mnrder 


in the first degree returned against 
him before his escape iroin prison. 


STORY OF THE CRIME. 


This telegram tells tho story of the 


crime of 3871 as related by the father 
of tho victim: 


Paris, Mo., Juno .'!0. —Among other 


letters received by Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Rodes of Monroe county, iu refer- 
ence to the case of the State v«. Alex- 
ander Jester, is one from A. A. Gates 
of St Char lee, 111., father of the yonug 
mau, whose sudden aud mysterious 
dibttppeurauce iu 1871 caused Jester to 
ba indicted for murder in the first 
dsgree. Tha elder Gates is the father 
of J. W. Gutes, 
president of tho 


American Wire and Stetl company of 
Illinois. He spout a fortune in work- 
ing up the case ugaiust Jester, and is 
more 1'auiiliar with all tlio details of 
tlio case than auy man living. His 
letter clears up many erroneous im- 
prossious the public has received in 
regard to the caso. It is as follows : 


"My son loft homo in AnRUbt, 1871, 


for u hunting trip in Kuusas. 
A few 


weeks later ho started back home und 
at Fort Scott, Kan., first fell in with 
Alexander Jester. He, too, was coming 
east and they decided to make the trip 
together. 
Wo heard nothing more of 


my son after 
he lott Fort ticott. 


Winter came on and I became so 
uneasy overly POU'S failure to return 
that I weii t to Kansas iu search of 
aim. 
I trailed them from place to 


place until I reached Missouri, \vberu 
[ found that Jester hud told people 
wifli whom they stopped that his 
young companion wus his son. I was 
ihrowu oft tlie track and returned to 
illmois. I then wroto scores of letters 
!i tho effort to locate my son, Gilbert 
iates, and in reply to ous of them 
L'homas Licklider of Cooper county, 
Mo., wrote mo that Gilbert^ in com- 
jatiy with Alexander Jester, had spent 
Jireo days at his placa, Jostor telling 
lira that they were on route to In- 
liann. I went to Indianapolis nud 
Richmond, lud., without delay and at 
he latter place learned (hat JeUi 
had been m that vicinity, but after 
hort stay had gone back to Kausa 
n great liaste I then traveled back ' 
iVichitn, 
Kan., airiviug 
one 
da 


ahead ot Jester. 
There I learned th« 


ester had located a claim ou th 
atlla Arkansas several months befott 


d I figured that he was on his claim 
was not mistaken. In company wit 
he sheriff aud u deputy, I waut, 
is placo.

"Iu my tearch tor dvideuce agains 
Jester I fouud that he and my son ha< 
camped ou John Delauey's iarm, iicn 
Middle Grove, Monroj couuty, tlu 
night before Gilbert was killed. Dor 
ing the night Mr. Delaney heard a cry 
lor help. Next day I asked no bo 
what it meaut aud he told me thn 
Jester had choked, him while he wa 
sleejpins, and when the boy shoo! 
him off Jehtur told him that he luu 
dreamed he was rlghtiug 
aad wa^ 


nsloep wheu he attacked the boy. Kex 
day they left the Paris rond and wen 
south luto the woods. Crop Harm 
saw Jester aud spoKo to him. 
Judge 
Giddiugs said a wagon nud not been 
iu those woods before iu UO years. 


"As further evideuce that my eon 


was murdered, two citizens saw flesh 
blood iu tiie rond Jester traveled after 
leaving Middle Grove, where my son 
was last (-een alive, 'iwo otner citizens 
saw a body fluat dowu bait liiver ufttr 
the ice broke up, bat couid not necure 
it. Ibeir statements aa to the color 
o' the hair of the carptie were jnst 
alike, and that was clie color of my 
boy's hair." 


ANOTHER STATEMENT. 


J. W. Gates of Chicago, brother of 
ilbert, gave ont this story of the 


crime: 


'Gilbert W. Gates left his home 


near Chicago iu 1871 fur Kansas, iu 
search of health. At \>icbua he tock 
a cputract for building a pot lion ol 
the Santa Fo raihoid, aad was em- 
ployed there lor several mom ha. Ia 
the fall of that year be cljaad np his 
business aud started for tin borne ia a 
two-horae 
wagon. 
lie kad nearly 


13000 in money. Before bo 
~ ~ 


Fort Scott he met up with ait Alei 
under Jest»r, who was bound for In 
diana. Jestor also had a wagon an 
team, aad the two men agreed 1 
travel together. 
We beard from Gi 


bert at Fort fcott, and tbeu his letter 
ceased. My father became nueaay an 
began to make inquiries. He tracec 
the two to a point 12 miles from Paris 
Ma, where Gilbert Gates disappeared 
Beyond that point Jester was see 
with the two wagons, and in the rear 
one was the body of a man, whetbe 
dead or drnnk tbe witness knew not 
A mile further on another witness had 
seen, tbe wagons bjtop by the riverside. 
The river was frozen over, and there 
was iu tbe snow a trace where a heavy 
body had been dragged to a hole in 
tbe ice. 
About the bole there wen 


blood stniui on tne suow. Jester win 
trailed to his bo tne in Indiana, where 
be sold my brother's toam aud then 
turned again toward Kansas. By this 
time my father was convinced he 
^yould rrtaru to Wichita, so he 
tiii-ro aud waited. Jc.-ter came und 
was arruotad by uiy fatuer aud the 
sheriff. 


'Juster's sister, who recently e* 


posed him, was preaeut at the arrott 
Ou liisperoou ware fonud my brother's 
Wdteh, his clcthiug and a ring that 
my father had given him. Jei-ter was 
tukeu to Mexico, Mo., aud placed iu 
jail. 
11JH trial was to be held iu the 


spring of 1872, In Jannary of that 
year he escaped, aud uo word of him 
had reached my father until Mrs. 
Street exposed her brother. My father 
offered a reward of JlGOO for the cap- 
ture aud conviction of Jester, and the 
reward will be paid. 


"Many of the witnesses are still 


hviug aud there is Imlo doubt of 
Jester's couvictiou." 


Jester Passed Through Decatur. 
Lively local interest iu tho caso 


developed Sunday moruiug when Pott 
master Oalbouu received a letter from 
parties interested in the, prosecution 
of Jost.cT, cooking 
information in 


reference to Alexander Jester, who 
known to have passed through Decatur 
on bis way to Indiaua in February, 


1871, 
shortly after he killed young 


Gates aud threw tho body iuto the 
river. Few, 'if auy, of the old resi- 
dents of Decatur remember Jester by 
name or appearance, bnt there are 
those who have boeu seen by tho Re- 
publican 
reporter 
who recall .the 


circumstance that iu February, 1871, 
a man with two wagons passed along 
tho 
Springfield 
road, going 
«asf 


through Decatur. 
It is recalled that 


the mau had a buffalo calf with him 
iu one of the wagons or tied to a rope 
following behind. The buffalo calf 
was a great curiosity and attracted 
much atteution. 
Wherever the mau 


stopped the calf was the center of 
attraction. It is learned that tho man 
with the two wagons and the calf 
sold a buffalo hide to the lato Andrew 
Dennis. 
The hide was at) uudroi-HGcl 


skin and Mr. Dennis took it to the 
late Dayton Dunham to have it tanned. 
The tanning of the hide was not a 
success, but it was nsed by Mr. Dennis 
for n number of years. It disappeared 
mysteriously aud wus never recovered. 
Shortly after tho man sold the hide to 
Dennis it was discovered thut there 
wore what wore believed human blood 
stains on it, bnt no thought was given 
to this singular circumstance until in 
tho fall of'71 a relative of youug 
Gates, came to Decatnr aud began 
making close inquiries about Jester, 
expecting to get trace of him, or in- 
formation that 
would lead to tho 


whereabouts 
of Gates. 
The subse- 


quent arrest of Jestor in the wnst, his 
indictment, his escape and disappear, 
aiice, 
occasioned 
considerable talk 


among those who remembered that he 
had passed through Decatnr on his 
way to Indiana, but interest died ont 
after a time, Upw many facts and 
incidents aro recalled, especially iu 
connection with 
the hide aud the 


buffalo calf, since at last Jester has 
been apprebednde and is 16 stand trial 
for the crime committed so long ago.

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THE ASSESSMENT BOLL. 
The assessment roll for Macon coun- 


ty, published in tho Republican Satnr- 
day, demonstrates the operation of tho 
new law as to assessments. While the 
assessment 
is more completed and 


nearer equal or equitable as between 
property owners, no sucii remarkable 
changes, over past assessments, so far 
as the aggregate is concerned, as was 
expected by many, is noticeable. 


It wug thought tho fact that the 


aFBefesment roll would be published, 
and that every man's name with the 
assessment 
of his 
property wonld 


appear in public print, would c mse a 
lar^e increase in the cash value of 
property given in, especially personal 
property. 
While this is true in a very 


great degree in many individual cases, 
yet, the increase in the county on the1 
bans of tha cash value on all property 
listed, is only $1,849,2!i9, or $868,846 
assessed value. 


But this increase is due almost 


entirely to the listing of personal 
property. 
The increase in this item 


is 1210,091, assesse 1 valno, or $1,010,- 
45G cash value. This, as before stated, 
may be placed to tho credit of that 
feature of the law requiring publica- 
tion, and will amount to an enormous 
Bum when the whole state is con- 
sidered. 
The state consists 
of 102 


counties. 
Considering 
the 
poorer 


counties of tho south part of the state 
and Cook county and the wealthier 
counties of the north pint of the Btufe, 
it will not be far out of the wayjj to 
take the result in Macon as the average 
of all tho counties. On this basis 
more than $100,000,000 more of per- 
sonal property will have been listed in 
the state than in 1898. 
The assessed 


value of this vast sum will be over 20 
million dollars. This will fully vindi- 
cate the law as to the f publication of 
the list. 


There has been a decrease in the 


assessed value of farm laud in the 
county over last year of f 122,907 or 
$614,535 cash value. 
This Iocs, of 


course, -is largely in the country town- 
ships and figuring on the same basis 
as for personal assessment would foot 
up a loss of assessed value of lauds in 
the state of 12 million and a quarter 
of dollars or over 60 million dollars in 
cash value. But this will probably 
not hold good, tho chances being that 
more counties have assessed 
their 


landi higher than Macon county has 
than have assessed them lower unless 
the loss is accounted for by having 
assessed land heretofore at one-third 
its cash value, which naturally would 
cause a higher assessment ou lauds 
than the present plan of assessing at 
one-fifth the cash value. 


This, however, does not hold good 


as to the assessment of town lot.s, for 
in that class of real estate there has 
been an increase in the assessed value 
in Maoon county of $282,664 and Of 
$1.413,320 in cash value, therefore the 
chances are that Macau county lands 
have not been asessod aa high pro- 
portionately as will bo found to be the 
case in most of the other counties. 
Judging from all these faots it is safe 
to predict that the new revenue law 
will be found an improvement in the 
right direction, 
unless other 
evils 


follow. 


In this respect it will be well for 


those who have power to levy taxes 
upon the new assessment, to restrain 
the yery natural temptation to bold 
the rate of taxation up to secnro more 
money. With the inoreasad assess- 
ment the proper thing to do is to ro- 
dnce the rate and guard against any 
iujastice to the taxpayer in this way. 
Gonnty, township, city and school 
officials should most sacredly observe 
this injunction. 
It is their duty in 


the interest of the new revenue law, 
as well as to the people, to bear these 
things iu mind and act accordingly.

THE GLOSSY IBIS. 


A Rar* Bird That Vl.lt. CnUtormt* 


After An Abienee »t TirontT- 


Flve Yean. 


For the first time in 2S > ears—bo the 


poultry sellers say—the ibis has paid 
California a visit. It is a curious bird, 
and no one can account for the eccen- 
tricities of its migrations. Its hab- 
itat is chiefly among the swamps, espe- 
cially the forested swamps of Brazil 
nnd Central America, for it is a tropical 
creature and loves the solitude of the 
haunts of the blue heron, the pelican, 
the flamingo and the *gret. Once a yeai 
it guthers in great flocks and migrates. 
Its course seems to depend more upon 
its humor or the direction and velocity 
of the wind in the upper atmosphere 
into •which it ascends thun upon any set 
habit or instinct. SomeMmfs its desti- 
nation, is the swamps of Louisiana, and 
here among the bayous and lagoons it 
can be found. And again, instead of vis- 
iting Louisiana or Florida, It may stop 
)n Mexico. Once St has been known to 
descend in Massachusetts, where it was 
found shivering in the springtime cold, 
to the wonder of the country folk and 
ornithologists. 


One very pronounced quality the ibis 


has—and it wab probably owing to thih 
weakness that there are now such birds 
in the San Francisco market—It loret 
to roam over recently overflowed lands. 
Tho Sam Joaquin river has been of late 
high, and its waters have spread ovei 
territory which for many years prior 
had been dry; hence, it is presumed, 
Los Baaos and the sloughs thereabout 
have been selected as the 
feeding 


grounds oJ the ibis during Ita present 
visit to the state. A few nights ago e 
loud squawking and shrill cawing were 
heard by the denizens of Los Baaoa, 
and many remarked that on the follow- 
ing' morning the marshes would be 
found filled with wild d-ucks. 


A number of hunters were conse- 


quently out early among the s«dges. To 
their surprise they did not find duck», 
but a vast number of these long--legged, 
red, cranelike creatur«E, which ran 
gracefully and nimbly over the ground 
and seemed to be intent on getting at 
the earthworms which the late overflow 
had brought to the surface. That they 
were strangers to men and especially 
to hunters was manifest from the fact 
that they did not take affright when 
the sportsmen descended on thorn, but1 
continued their queat for food. 
The 


slaughter began and a dozen or more 
of the birds fell. This caused the big 
flock to take wing, and, after ascend- 
ing to a conaiderable height, it sailed 
gracefully around and then alighted in 
the marsh a#ajn. The sport was kept 
up all day. On the clay following' there 
seemed to be no diminution of the num- 
ber of the birds, and the slaughter was 
repeated. A leading game di>aler esti- 
mates that at least 500 dozen have 
reached the markets of San Francisco. 
They are being aold at 25 cents each, 
and the stuffed specimens are off ered at 
two dollars each. 


Their flesh has the dark color of game 


nnd a ftshy flavor, which measurably 
disappears upon soaking in salt water. 
Otherwise there is very little difference 
between the taste of Its flesh and that 
of a mallard duck. It is in no sense a 
duck, however, though uhen forced it 
will take to the watar, and it can swim 
gracefully, although not web-footed. 


Xho ibis laj s three light green egg's, 


about as inch end a half long by two 
iu'jhcd aud a half in circumference. 
They are very palatable. When boiled 
1lie ^ oik is a reddish orange and' the 
white is n li\ei'-tolorerl jelly. It lays 
ouca a year and hatches its young in a 
nest constructed of roots and twigs 
built in tiio bushes. As Boon as the 
3 ouag attains size aud strength it starts 
its annual flight, and it is highly prob* 
<ibk- that some of the individuals which 
arc now appearing in potpies in fean 
Francisco restaurants 
\verc a few 


mouths ago the most interesting little 
clicstnnt-colorcd peewcea peeping- from 
llie tops of their nests on the tangled 
banks of the Amazon in the swampy 
jungles of South America, and never 
dreaming of iheir trip to California or 
the fate which awaited them here.— 
San Francisco Chronicle.

The akaped and fitted carpet has very 


wisely been superseded, to a great ex- 
tent, by the bordered square, which IB 
a much more economical means of cov- 
ering- tlu- floor, and decidedly ad van- 
tag-L-O;.-, from n hygienic point of view. 


The syuure carpet is less expensive 


to make, it is easily taken up and re- 
laid, thus being kept free from dust, 
it can be turned about in order to equal- 
ize the wear, and can always be adapted 
to serve In another room. 


Much of the effect of the square car- 


pets depends upon tbe surround, 
that is, the treatment of the margin of 
the floor, and it ie very necessary that 
in selecting we bear in mind the fact 
that we really want a good background 
for the carpet, something that will 
show up the colors as well as the de- 
sign. 


For this reason plain materials are 


thebest.andthecolorshould be as unob- 
trusive as possible. The usual depth 
of the margin in a room of medium sire 
is from 14 to 28 Inches, but in a small 
room 12 inches will be sufficient dep^h, 
otherwise it dwarfs the apparent »tee 
of the apartment. 
One of the very 


nicest marginals of thin parquet, whieh 
Is exactly like the solid pnrquet in ap- 
pearance, but much less expensive, be- 
ing from five cents per square foot. It 
can be laid, oier the existing floor 
without any preparation, anj can be 
easily relaid and removed when neres- 
sary. For a dining or morning room it 
is special!}' appropriate and looks ex- 
ceedingly well as a surround to a 
Tnrkey or any oriental carpet. 


There are now many linoleums mad'e 


in the parquet designs, and there are 
also excellent margins slightly less 
expensive than the thin parquet or plain 
cork carpet; very effective, nnd about 
the same price. When thin is used the 
color chosen should be the same aa the 
predominating dark tone in the carpet, 
never lighter, or it becomes too no- 
ticeable. Felt is very often used as a 
surround, but its dust-collecting- pro- 
pensities make it very unsuitable lor 
the purpose, end an equally good ef- 
fect can be got with Kalmuc, a material 
made of lute, which is quite inexpensive 
and much more easily kept clean. 


As a very rich surround plain Wilton 


carpet can be used, but this, of course, 
is de luxe. Mattings of various kinds, 
such as string, Chinese and Japanese, 
are all very nice margins, and the last 
named for preference, an it'is the finest 
nnd wears the best. 
For bedrooms 


these are particularly appropriate, as 
they look BO fresh an,d cleanly, and they 
can be kept nice with such a small 
amount of labor by simply wiping with 
a damp cloth every morning. 


Light linoleums In matting designs 


are good for the purpose, and onlj 
slightly more expensive, the extra wear 
compensating for the difference in 
price. The most economical margin is 
stain and varnish, which look* very 
well indeed if the floor boards are in 
pood condition. The combined stain 
aud varnish can be etnploye4 for tli" 
purpose, or we may have something 
more durable if we use a home-made 
mixture, such as the following: 


One quart of cold drawn linseed oil. 


half an ounce of rose pink and four 
ounces of alkanet root. Lot the mix- 
ture stand three or four days by the 
flre, stirring well occasionally, and it 
will then be flt for use. 


After the floor has had a coating of 


thin glue water, the stain should be ap- 
plied with a large whitewash crush, 
und, when the first application is thor- 
oughly dry, not before, a second coat 
may be given, and so on until the re- 
quired color is obtained. The polishing 
ia then done with a ilanuel and bees- 
wax. Sometimes fluid is used as n stain, 
but it does not give quite the effect of 
oak or mahogany, or any of the various, 
woods which the piennred stain inJi- 
tates so successfully. A parquet effect 
can be obtained by staining the margin 
in geometrical designs with transpar 
ent stain and afterward varnishing, 
und this treatment is very durable nnd 
decorative. 


In bedrooms, where the woodwork is 


painted white, the margin of the floor 
may be treated in Jike manner, bin 
with dark paint it is entirely out of the 
questi* i.—Philadelphia Times.

The female gall fly, im- 
pelled by the law of nature to provide 
for the safety and welfare of her off- 
spring, cuts away the outer skin oi 
baik of a leaf or twig, and deposits 
therein an egg. 
From this Is hatched n 


small white grub, without legs, but 
with a strong gnawing mouth. 
As it 


oats its way into the surrounding tis- 
sue the plant is seemingly Invigorated 
nnd begins to enlarge about the tinj 
larva and grow into a shape well suit- 
ed fo its needs as a place of concen'jufnt 
nnd food supply. While all 3ic& of the 
same species develop galls that are ex- 
actly alike, every tpeciea produces a 
different form. Exactly wliy this is so 
has never been explained, jet we ste 
parallel instances everywhere in na- 
ture.

transformed In its narrow cell to a red- 
eyed, whitish pupa, helpless and almost

The Cent Gardes foundered with the 


second empire in 1870. The corps dated 
from the time of thr Ciimean w ar, when 
a visit from Queen Victoria was expect- 
ed. The tal!e.st und finest looking men 
and officers were selected from the cav- 
alry. There were 1*7 of the former and 
11 of Hie latter, but the number of the 
men was increased to 208. Their func- 
tion was purely decorative, and they 
chiefly served within the palace. What 
swells the officers were in their sky- 
blue uniform bcdight with golden lace! 
Iho corps had regulations of their own. 
They were on no account, when on duty, 
to stir unless to salute the emperor or 
empress, and only then when specially 
ordered. 
The worst breach of dis- 


cipline would have been to forget they 
were to be motionless as caiyatides. 


One day Marshal Castcllane, u vain, 


old, peppery pcrsoimg-e, had occasion 
to see the emperor soon after the cre- 
ation of (he Cent Gardes. Two of them 
kept guard beside the door opening 
from the anteroom oti the 
presence 


champer. They remained in the regu- 
lation attitude—that is to say, with the 
right arm horizontally stretched out 
and holding a musket by the bayonet. 
The butt end rested on the ground. The 
marshal was in uniform. Furious at 
not being saluted, he asked the one 
nearest to him what it mennt. 
The 


Cent Garde seemed neither to see nor 
to heai. Castellan* lost sclf-rfhtraint 
and abused him. Still the boldier re- 
mained impassive. The irate marshal 
sent for Col. \>rly to complain. The 
colonel failed to make him understand 
that approi al and not fhastiseraent was 
ilue. Thus the matter was brought be- 
fore the emperor, who gave the com- 
plainant a sharp rap on the knuckles 
by expressing his pleasure at the Spar- 
tan attitude of a household guard who 
was bound to ignore every rank but the 
imperial.—London Truth.

This, in 
many spccica, is a gayly colored insect, 
with red eyes, more or lesa veined 
wings, a humped back, and an exceed- 
ingly long ovipositor. Thus equipped 
it emerges from its confinement and 
Hies abroad, soon to deposit its eggs in 
leaves and twign and thus to cause oth- 
er galls. 


Yet, strange, to say, the successive 


generations of the same species differ 
widely in appearance and even in color. 
From galls made by the spring brood 
urp hatched flies of the summer brood, 
whose grubs winter in the galls ami 
produce the. brood of the 
following 


fcpring. Not only do these successive 
generations differ in appearance, but 
the summer brood consists of both 
faexes, while the spring brood is of fe- 
male only. 
In some species one brood 


is entirely black, while the following 
one is highly colored. 


_ The blackberry has a gall fly which 


gives exclusive attention to that plant, 
and causes a hard swelling of the stemn 
filled with several cells each occupied 
by » grub. 
I think the Eight O'CJock- 


ers would find It interesting to gather 
some of these curious galls, selecting 
those that have turned brown, which 
shows that they have attained 
full 


growth. 
If they are put into a recep- 


tacle that will admit a little light and 
air, but will not allow the g-all fly to es- 
cape, the process of hatching out may 
be obscivcd, after which the prisoner 
may be liberated. The Hies arc often 
beautifully colored, some with red nnd 
black bodies, others with metallic green 
or blue reflections. 


Oak gallb are either spongy or woody. 


The former are of no value to man, 
but the latter are largely used in the 
manufacture of inks nnd dyes. This is 
due to the fact that they contain n 
large percentage of tannic acid, and 
when combined with certain salts of 
Iron form black, dark brown or purple 
dyes, of absolutely permanent color. In 
our country galls adapted to commer- 
cial purposes onnnot be found in suf- 
ficient quantities to support the de- 
mand. 
The galls exported from Alep- 


po, in Syria, are the most valuable, 
Known for the manufacture of inks and 
dyes. Ink used for important legal doc- 
uments is reqimed, by the laws of Eng- 
land and France, to be made from galk, 
such ink having proved to be practically 
indelible.—Philadelphia Times.

Elisha, the young 
man found by the prophet and called 
to a great work, was a farmer, was 
following iu the furrow when suddenly 
the stern old prophet appeared aud 
cast hia mantle upon him, indicating 
that ho was to succeed him. in bis 
work. 
This meant much to Elisba. 


Choosing one's life occupation is a 
serious question. ' What shall I do in 
life?" I know but one more serious

I have no 
sympathy for people 
of the 
Mrfc. 


Jellyby type. I believe they do more 
harm than good, yet I do urge upon

Christian life. 
What work the church 


in doing is done by comparatively a 
few. 
Iti our own church there are 


only a few Sunday school teachers,

growing, bat for that pnipuie the laud 
is valuable. 
Tbe rivers supply the 


water whicbls necessary to grow the 
rice. 
A number of large pumping 


plants are in operation aud tbo water 
is sent through a system of irrigating 
canals to tbe different farms. 
Those 


who do not own a plant of their own 
get tbe water supplied to tbem for a 
consideration. 
Usually two sacks o' 


rice per acre is paid for tbe water for 
the season. 
The lands yiuld 10 or 12 


sacks of rice per acre and the produce 
sells for about $!J par sack. The gronud 
is covered with Irotn 18 to 924 inches 
of 
water aud when the crop has 


reaohed a certain stage the water is 
turned off. By tbe time the water 
has dried up tbe rice is ripe aud is 
harvested by self binders and threshed 
in tbe eame manner as wheat or oats.

ho says that if he should move to that 
state it would ibe large)* for the 
benefit of bii bqaltb.
